Desperate but Vain Resistance of the Mob 
by a Gallant Sheriff—The Murderer Left 
Dangling From a Railroad Bridge—End 
ofa Cut-Throat Who Was Pardoned, but 
Couldn’t Help Killing, 


By Telegranh to the Post-Dispatch. 
MarYVILLE, Mo., December 9.—The notorious des- 
perado and murderer, Charles Stevens, commonly 
known as Omaha Charley, who murdered Herbert 
Kramer last Wednesday, was taken from the jail at 
20’clock this morning and hanged by a mob of 
masked men. Ever since the murder there has 
been a strong though silent undercurrent of indig- 
nation against the prisoner, wno has been an almost 
constant threat against the peace of the eommunity 
since he first appeared here six years ago. There 
was no loud talking in connection with the 
affair, and though arrangements for 
inflicting the death penalty upen the 
murderer must have been in preparation, they were 
conducted with such discretion and secrecy that 
this morning's affair proved a genuine surprise to 
the greater portion of the community. The lead- 
ing question openly under discussion among the 
citizens was the probability of Stevens escaping the 
punishment due him through the quite possible in- 
terference of Governor Crittenden. It was known 
only too well that it was through the mistaken 
leniency of the Governor that he was, after convic- 
tion and incarceration for murder, which should 
have given the community some ten years’ respite 
from his presence, allowed to resume his favorite 
practice of killing other men, and it was feared 


that, even ifagain convicted and sentenced, the 
Governor's sentimental feeling towards him would 
very likely result in his being again pardoned. 
Under the circumstances it is apparent that the 
citizens came to the conclusion tnat the greatest 
benefit would be done to the greatest number if 
means should be taken to inflict the death penalty 
upon the wretch before the pardon had time to ar- 
rive. To this end a suey of about sixty men 
athered before 2 o'clock this morning in the pub- 
ic square, and, under the lead of a tall, spare man, 
whose identity is guessed at, but not known to a 
certainty, marched upon the (jail and. 
awakening Sheriff Anderson, made a demand 
upon him to deliver Stevens up. 
THE SHERIFF CRIED BACK 
that he would not do so, and that he would resist to 
the bitter end any attempt to remove the prisoner 
by illegal means. The mob fell back and sent three 
of their number to confer with the Sheriff. Their 
conference with the sturdy official was very brief, 
and when they returned and reported to the main 
body it was to the effect that the Sheriff advised 
them to disperse, and reiterated his assurance that 
he would fight to the end against any rsons at- 
pt. Bap to interefere with the duties, which he had 
carried out. The firmness of the sheriff shook the 
mob's determination for an instant, but after con- 
suiting together, they rallied and decided that, 
whatever the cost, their plan of action 
must be carried out. An assault 
upon the jail entrance was planned and 
a rush was made. The Sheriff made a desperate ro- 
sistance, firing repeatedly upon the mob, one of 
whom, whose name is withheld for the present, was 
dangerously wounded. The jail door was unequal 
to tne force which assailed ſt and the mob rushed 
ip, overpowered the sheriff, and entered the jail 
proper. From this time on the proceedings were 
conducted with the utmost quiet and decency. 
much 
the open aif, 
and face to face with the mob he weakened very 
badiy and begged for mercy. No answer 
was given and, covered by half a 
score of cocked revolvers he was marched 
from the jail in the direction of a railroad brid 
haif a mile to the north, where, with remarkab 
little ceremony. he was hung until he was dead. 
The mob then dispersed 4 as it had gath- 
ered, and the first known of the lynching, to those 
who had not shared in it, was the news brought by 
ersons who had discovered the dead murderer's 
dy hanging from the bridge this morning. Much 
excitement prevails in the city, but, while some 
deprecate the mob's action, ail feel relieved over 
the fact that Omaha Charley“ has been removed. 
THE CRIME 
| which Stevens committed was one of the cruelest 
and most cold-blooded acts in the annals of crime 
in this State. His victim, Herbert Kramer, was an 
industrious young German, who had resided in this 
county up to last summer, when he moved to Sioux 
City, lo. He returned here about the end of Novem- 
ber on a visit to his friends, and was enjoying him- 
self with a number of them when the tragedy oc- 
curred. The murderer, Stevens, who was dreaded in 
the community as a desperado, came here first some 
six years ago and soon became generally dreaded 
as a dangerous character. It was believed that he 
has already kilied several men. After being here a 
few months he shot and killed John Mahon in a row 
in a saloon. For this he was, in the spring of 1880, 
tried and convicted of murder in the second degree 
and sent to the Penitentiary for ten years. The 
community breathed more freely after he had de- 
parted, believing that he certainly would not reappear 
until he had paid the penalty of his crime, and wnen 


last winter, he returned to thiscity and explain 


that he been rdoned by Governor 
Crittenden, much disgust was felt and 
even the romance which was —＋ to be 
attached to his liberation failed to soften the — 
of animosity which was aroused. It was stated | 
that the Governor’s act of turning the desperado 
loose upon society was the outcome of a singular 
attachment which had sprung up between Omaha 
Charley and the Governor's little daughter. Stevens 
was an adept at making pretty knick-knacks, and 
he presented her with several which he had pre- 
pared for her.

The Secret Visit of Senator Bayard 
to Albany.

Conjectures as to the Object of the Mid- 
night Interview Betwaen the President- 
Electand the Delaware Statesman -— Has 
Cleveland Offered to Appoint Bayard Sec- 
retary of State?—Reticence of Both Gen- 
tlemen.

ALBany, N. X., December 9.—It is strongly sus- 
pected here that President-elect Cleveland has fol- 
lowed the example of Abraham Lincoln, by offering 
the office of Secretary of State to his chief rival at 
the National Convention of his party. Thomas F. 
Bayard of Delaware was Mr. Cleveland's rival, as 
William H. Seward was Mr, Lincoln's. Mr. Bay. 
ard's vote was much greater than that given to 
any of the other Democratic candidates, Thurman. 
Hendricks or McDonald, that he must be considered 
as Mr. Cleveland's only prominent opponent. Sen- 
ator Bayard ouietly remained in Washington while 
the Democratic National Conveution was in session, 
and at its close sent a cordially worded telegram of 
congratulation to Mr. Cleveland. Inu the canvass 
that followed Senator Bayard also suppo 
Mr. Cleveland heartily, making speeches 
for him and using all his political influence in his 
favor. One of the leading speeches made in this 
State by Democratic orators was that by Senator 
Bayard, in Brooklyn, in behalf of Governor Cleve- 
land. Upon the conclusion of the canvass Senator 
Bayard returned to his home in Delaware, and then, 
when Congress assembled, went to Washington. 
On Friday last he left Washington for this place. It

INVITED BY THE PRESIDENT-ELECT 
to make him a visit at the earliest convenient 
moment after the assembly of Congress. Mr. 
Bayard chose to come at the latter part of last week. 
He arrived in Albany from New York at 10:30

violence was prevailing at the time, and naturally 
the usual depot lounger was not present. A few 
railroad men dripping with rain were the only per- 
sons who saw the Senator alight from the train.

TAKEN TO THE RXECUTIVE MANSION. 
No hagel register or hotel politician was to be per- 
mitted to disclose the fact that he had visited 
Albany. He was welcomed at the door of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion by President-elect Cleveland. There 
he remained as Mr. Cleveland's guest till Sunday 
afternoon, when he started on his return journey to 
New York. Mr. Bayard and Mr. Cleveland were in 
conversation with each other till long after mid- 
night on Saturday night. On Sunday morning their 
consultation began again and continued till Mr.

Strict Partisanship—The Bill to Admit Da- 
kota Intothe Union Under Consideration 
by the Senate—How the American Tobac- 
co Interest is Affected by the Spanish 
Treaty. .

WasHINetox, December 9.— The publication of 
the details of the Spanish treaty relating to tobacco 
importations, is stirring up the tobacco growers and 
dealers all over the country, and strong protests and 
petitions begin to come in from the tobacco grow- 
ing states, They say that the treaty, if carried out, 
will work ruin to the American producer. America 
is now producing very fine tobacco, and with all 
this is suffermg ftom the competition of Sumatra 
tobaceo, which pays a duty of 75 cents per pound. 
The new treaty proposes to have Cuban tobacco 
come in at 1716 cents per pound, which will still 
further demoralize the trade in American products. 
No American goods, partially or wholly composed 
of Cuban tobacco, can enter foreign markets against 
the Cuban product. The crop of American seed leaf 
in Connecticut, New York, Ohio, Pennsy!vania, 


Iowa, etc., is about 2,000,000 cases, averaging 350 


pounds, and worth $12,000,000. The total importa- 
tion from Cuba is about 60,00 bales, of 100 pounds 
each, and worth from 8 cents to $1 25 per pound, 
duty paid. If au the duty was removed the Ameri- 
can production would be stopped at once owing to 
the prejudice in favor of the Cuban. Now, with the 
reduction of 50 per cent, the result will be propor- 
tionately the same, and can not fail to work serious 
if not irreparable injury to the American farmer. 


Butler's Washington Property. 


A Washington Special from To- Days Giobe-Democrat.* 


Wasarvctoy, D. C., December &—There was 
placed on record to-day a deed of transfer of the 
granite houses on Capitol Hill by Benjarfin F. But- 
ler to John Cassets, the consideration being $75,000. 
There are three of these houses in the block, which 
is built entirely of granite, two facing on New Jer- 
sey avenue and one on B street south. Owing to 
the commanding position ef the block on the brow 
of the hill, and its proximity to the Capitol, it has 
always been a notable structure. It was erected 
some ten yearsago by Gen. Butler, at the time 
when he was interested in certain contracts. He 
has occupied one of the houses himself, when in the 
city, and has generaily rented the other two.

Chief of Detectives Burke Makes Some Dis- 
coveries About Mr. Eagan— Marshall Me 
Donald to Look for a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus for Clark To-Morrow. 


Early this morning the following telegram was 
received by Chief Harrigan: 

“CuicaGo, December 9.—See that Mike Coleman 
is heid until our officer gets there with a witness to 
identify him for burglary and murder. 

“Austin J. Dovrx, 
“Supt. of Police.” 

Coleman, alias, Clark, the safe-blower, seems to 
be well-known in Chicago, and this attempt to, se- 
cure his return there for murder is undoubtedly 
another effort by the Chicago police 
to discover the murderer. of Detective 
Mahoney of that city, who was shot down on Hal- 
sted street August 13, 1881. Mahoney had been in- 
strumental in sending Coleman to the penitentiary, 
and on Colemau's getting out in the June previous 
he was heard to utter threats against the oificer’s 
life. Having been seen near the scene of the mur- 
der that night, Coleman was arrested and, although 
some circumstantial evidence connected him with 
the killing, it was not strong enough to hold him. 
Since then he has kept clear of Chicago. 

AN OFFICER 
started this morning for this city and will take Clark 
from East St. Louis to-morrow if there is stronger 
evidence against him in Chicago than the East St. 
Louis robbery, which is probably not the case in 
view of the confession made by him. If he is ident- 


ifled he will be arrested as soon as 
he offers bond in St. Clair County. Chief 
Harrigan said to-day: “I don't khow 


what murder the telegram refers to, but it seems 
that they will wind Clark up before he gots out of

Meeting To-Day of the Missouri River Com- 
mission. 

The members of the Missouri River Commission 
met to-day at the United States Engineers’ office, 
1415 Washington avenue. Major Charles R. Suter, 
president, Major A. Mackenzie, Major O. H. Ernst, 


Garland G. Broadhead, W. C. Broateh and Lieut. 
W. L. Fisk, secretary, were present. The object 
of the meeting was to prepare 
the first report of the Commission 
to the Secretary of War. The Commission was only 
receutly appointed, and has not, as yet, commenced 
work on the river, so the report is necessar- 
ily brief. It gives a history of previous 
operations on the river under the 
management of the Mississippi River Commission, 
stating what has been done so far.

that proposed by Major Suter in his“ report in 1881, 
which has been published. It contemplates con- 
tracting the channel between solid banks and com- 
pelling it thus to cover its own channel 
where the banks are being cut away 
by the exportation of the whisky and to request 
that legislative action be taken as a remedy.

“ ALL FOR SPAIN. 

Tnx restrictions of the proposed Spanish 
treaty relating to the shipping of goods be- 
tween the United States and Cuban ports seem 
to Ue strong and clear enough to confine that 
carrying trade to vessels which shall be 
the exclusive property of Spanish. citizens or 
citizens of the United States, and whose offi- 
cers shall be respectively Spanish citizens or 
citizens of the United States.” But in all other 
respects, the advantages guaranteed seem to 
be altogether on the side of Spain. 

The clause prohibiting the latter from levy- 
ing on her island products any new or higher 
export duty or tax than is now established,” is 
practically valueless, because her taxes and ex- 
port duties are already so heavy that they have 
ruined and bankrupted Cuba, and cannot be 
any longer continued or collected, unless this 
treaty makes the thing possible. It is simply 
a question whether the United States 
shall remit import duties or Spain reduce her 
export duties and internal taxes in order that 
Cuba may live, and this treaty simply imposes 
the sacrifice on the United States! 

And this is not all. The twenty-fourth ar- 
ticle reserves to each of the high contracting 
parties the right to conclude similar treaties 
with other nations and confer on them the same 
or similar privileges and benefits, and a Madrid 
dispatch this morning states that Spain has 
already concluded an agreement with England 
guaranteeing the latter a most liberal inter- 
pretation of the most favored nation” clause 
in former treaties, doubtless with reference to 
this new Spanish-American treaty. 

So Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN’S great achievement 
seems to be an arrangement to fortify 
the taxing power of Spain in Cuba, now 
threatened with destruction; to deprive our 
treasury of a large revenue from Cuban prod- 
ucts, and to secure to us in return no exclusive 
benefit or advantage over any nation competing 
with us for Cuban trade. It prohibits us from 
taxing anything we send to Cuba or anything 
we receive from Cuba, except certain grades of 
refined sugar and tobaccos, on which our import 
duties are to be largely reduced. It permits, 
and, in fact, enables Spain to continue her 
heavy taxation of island products, and her im- 
port duties on the more important articles of 
American produce which might extend our 
trade with Cuba, if admitted free. 

In fact, it seems that neither in the proposed 
free list nor in any other provision of the treaty 
does Spain make any concession which the des- 
perate condition of Cuba will not extort from 
her rulers whether this treaty is ratified or 


not.

OnE of the claims made in support of the 
Foster treaty with Spain was tha? it granted 
to the United States rights’ and privileges not 
enjoyed by other nations and not to be enjoyed 
by them under any circumstances. Article 
twenty-four of the treaty, however, disposes 
very effectually of this pretense. This article 
is as follows: 

The stipulations of this treaty shall not prevent 
the high contracting parties from making such 
reforms in their tariff of customs and navigation 
duties as they may deem expedient, nor shall they 
restrain the freedom of action of either of the con- 
tracting parties in treating and concerting with 
other powers as to what they consider their inter- 
ests may require, in giving to the same powers, by 
means of treaties, protocols and other internati onal 
compacts, equal or similar franchises, drawbacks 
and benefits stipulated in this treaty, under the 
same or similar conditions. 

The plain meaning of this article is that we 
are merely put on the same footing as France 
or Italy, or Austria or other countries in which 
the tobacco tax is an internal revenue tax, that 
we are placed at a disadvantage as compared 
with all nations which carry ona foreign 


| ovean freighting trade, and that we sacrifice at 


once our revenue, our sugar and tobacco in- 
terests and get nothing in return. If there is 
anything in diplomacy worse than this Foster 
treaty we do not know of it.

Tue California Horticultural Society and 
also a convention of the Viticulturists of that 
State have protested earnestly against the rati- 
fication of the Mexican reciprocity treaty. It 
is known that the capitalists who built the rail- 
roads into Mexico have bought large tracts of 
land in that country, and it is believed that 
this Mexican reciprocity business has been got- 
ten up by them as a cradle for a whole brood 
of monopolies they are supposed to have in 
view. The California fruit men say that every- 
thing they produce can be produced in Mexico 
more cheaply by peon labor, and that while the 
Chinese restriction law prevents them from im- 
porting and employing Coolie labor, Mexico 
has offered large subsides to steamship com- 
panies to run between her ports and China. 
One of the concessions binds the Government 
to pay a liberal price for each Chinaman im- 
ported. Consequently the Californians see in 
this treaty the ruin of their great and growing 
fruit and vineyard interests. They roundly 
declare that universal free trade, pure and 
simple, is fairer and better for all concerned than 
these partial, free trade experiments which, in 
the form of so-called reviprovity treaties, are 
contrived, like the Hawatian treaty, to foster 
special interests and endow them with monopo- 
ly advantages.

“Do you expect it to pass, then!” 

“Yes. [think there will be little opposition to 
it. 

“Will there be much discussion on it!“ 

“I think not. There is not the time to spare for 
talk about a measure on which so nearly all are 
united, as is the case with this. I expect tosee the 
bill a law before the end of the session.” 

In the form that it passed the Senate last ses- 
sion? 

Practically so. I should like to seo one or two 
changes. In the form that it now stands the sum to 
be distributed in the third. year would give more to 
some of the States than they raised and distributed 
by taxation for this purpose in the last year, and as 
this is prohibited by the bill it would result in mak- 
ing the distribution somewhat unequal, while if the 
total for that year is slightly reduced, it will obviate 
this difficulty.” 

THE NEW TREATY WITH SPAIN. 

It becomes obvious, even at this early date, that 
there is to be a very vigorous fight against Minister 
Foster's new treaty with Spain. And it would not 
be at all surprising if the opposition would be suf- 
fieiently strong to defeatit. There will be three 
very strong business interests against it. The first 
will be the sugar growers of the South, as indicated 
in this correspondence weeks ago; the second will 
be the sugar importers and refiners who, wealthy 
corporations as they are, see that with the duty re- 
moved they are liable to much greater compe- 
tition from refiners with small capital; third, 
the tobacco growers who see that the reduction of 
duty on Cuban tobacco will to just that extent in- 
jure the business of growing native tobacco. And 
the opposition from these three sources is going to 
be very strong when united in common cause. The 
sugar growers are men of large means and large 
invested interests, the sugar refiners are much more 
able in a financial way, and the tobacco people are 
also very numerous and quite successful as lobby. 
ists. The opponents of the treaty will urge that it 
is simply throwing away duties amounting to fifty 
millions of dollars for the sake of adding one- 
fourth, or, at the most, one-half that sum to our 
trade with Cuba and Porto Rico, while the carrying 
trade talk is all nonsense. There are indications 
that the combination of tobacco and sugar men 
may defeat the treaty. 

“THE PoPr’s ron.“ 

The completion of the Washington Monument 
and the preparation for setting in the interior of 
the Memorial Stones“ sent here with suitable in- 
scriptions to be placed in the monument, recails 
the curious history of the stone sent by the Pope, 
and which was throwninthe river by a band of 
masked men during the excitement attending 
“Knownothing”™ days. Dr. Toner, distinguished both 
as a man of letters and philanthropist, taliing of the 
incident on the day the monument was compieted, 
said: I can give some interesting incidents of that 
event, for I remember it very well. The monument 
society applied through its foreign representatives 
to all the governments with which it was on such 
relations as to warrant it, inviting them to contrib- 
ute blocks of stone with suitable inscription to be 
placed in the monument. The Pope sent a block of 
American marble which had been taken from the 
Temple of Concord, and, as far as I can ascertaim, 
was inscribed with the simple words, “Rome to 
America.” The Knownothing period was rite at 
that period of our history, and but little was needed 
to foment the hatred against all things foreign. A 
fanatical minister in Baltimore wrote an address to 
the people of the United States against placing the 
Pope's block in the monument, and the result was 
such a religious and political furore that the stone 
was taken by unknown men and destroyed. 
They came suddenly upon the watchman 
one Sunday night, and, tying a rope about his 
sentry box so that he could not get Out, put the 
stone on a wheelbarrow and disappeared with it in 
the direction of the Potomac. Whether it was 
broken up before being thrownin the river no one 
except those taking part knows. 

THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 
There seems to bea growing feeling of favor to- 
ward the President's recommendations regarding 
the Nicaraguan Canal project. The opportunity is 
offered at such an auspicious moment, when the 
Government of the United States may ata single 
stroke gain for itself such valuable rights on the 
isthmus, which are likely to go to others if not taken 
now, that there is a general feeling of favor for the 
recommendations. It seems very probable that the 
treaty will be confirmed by the Senate with little 
opposition.

In 1860 he came to this country from Russia with 
plenty of money and a title. though an exile. In 
his native country he was an officer of the Royal 
Guards. He fell in love with a peasant girl of 
beauty, and, overcoming parental objections, mar- 
ried her. She proved to be unworthy of his affec- 
tion, being vain of her good looks, found of fine 
dresses and melined to coquette with the courtieres.

PLY LIKE A CRIMINAL. 
Thereupon the General produced a letter from the 
prisoner's wife imploring him to fly. She confessed 
that the Nihilist documents were obtained through 
her instrumentality,and in affeeting language asked 
his forgiveness for bringing misfortunes upon him. 
She asked him to accept the services of his General, 
who would prove a friend, and escape to America, 
where she wouid follow. Blandowski burst into tears 
at this evidence of his wife's affection, The General 
pressed a well filled purse into his hand, and they 
passed the bribed jailors without trouble, He 
reached New York in safety. but his 
wife did not follow him, and he learned, subsequent- 
iy, that his imprisonment was a conspiracy between 
his wife and the General. His wife planned it to 
get him out of the country, and procurea divorce 
on the strength of his alleged criminality against 
the Government, so as to marry the General. 
BAD LUCK PURSUED Riu 
in this country. His money melted away until he 
was obliged to take a class of ballet dancers to earn 
enough for his support. After a time his condition 
improved and he became propriétor of a theater in 
Denvér. In 1868 the building caught fire, burning to 
the ground and entirely ruining him, financially. 
He returned to New York and found employment 
at his former calling of ballet-master. In 1881 he 
came here with a party of friends. Getting out of 
money, he forged the name of a local theatrical 
manager to several notes, and deposited them at 
the hotel as security for his board. The forgery 
was discovered and Blandowski was punished. 
Friends have secured him a position as ballet-mas- 
ter with the Michael Strogoff Company, and he 
will at once leave the city.

HORSE-SHOEING.

the tamed horse living under the control of man, 
and which not alone has to carry his own weight on 
artificial stone streets, but also such burdens, as 
may be placed upon him. 

It is therefore absolutely necessary that we pro- 
tect the horses hoofs from too rapid wear, 
which is done by placing a plate of iron under the 
foot, thus making a horse-shoe. 

In order to provide the animal's foot with an iron 
it must have the proper shape, and the blacksmith 
must therefore fit the iron to the hoof, not the hoof 
to the iron. 

In shoeing a horse the blacksmith must take the 
kind of service required of the animal into consider- 
ation, and make the shoe accordingly. 

The size, width and length of the shoe are gov- 
erned by the hoof, and must fit exactly, except that 
at the end the shoe must extend four or five lines be- 
yond the hoof. 

The weight of a horseshoe should average thirteen 
ounces; heavy drafthorses, of course, require heav- 
ier shoes, while those of lighter animals may weigh 
two or three ounces less. The width at the toe 
should be an inch, and three to four lines thick; to- 
wards the fetlock the width as well as thick- 
ness should be decreased fully one-third. The ends 
of the shoe are bent at right angies, making them 
three to five lines high. 

Hoop-iron or iron with conically made nail-holes is 
generally used. Hoop-iron is preferable because the 
heads of the nails sink down deeper iuto the fold or 
crease, thus avoiding an unnecessarily rapid wear- 
ing off. As the crease, however, greatly weakens 
the shoe,creased irons are used only for light horses 
and not recommendable. 

The iron provided with cone-shaped nail-holes is 
most generally used, and this most serviceable when 
the nail-heads fit the nail-holes well. As this, how- 
ever, requires exactness and great accuracy, it oo- 
curs often that the nail-heads are ground off, aud 
the otherwise sound shoe is lost. 

Of tate the Goodenough horseshoes have been 
used with the best success. They have auswered all 
requirements in consequence of their guod construc- 
tion. They have no creases, but instead of these 
there are on each arm between the nail-holes small 
grooves which are of the greatest advanffize, as the 
grinding away of the nail-heads is absolutely im- 
possible. They also prevent a slipping of the horse, 
an advantage which, considering the granite pave- 
ment of our streets, cannot be overestimated. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that these shoes 
can only be used for light horses; I have seen them 
in daily use for fifty days on horses of 1,400 pounds 
in weight, and for this reason I recommend thou.

Another Batch of Measures for the 
Next Legislature. 


The Contract System in the Penitentiary to 
be Attacked—An Attempt at a Relief Bill 
for the Poor of St. Louis—Other Important 
Legislative Matters. 


Senator James H. O’Brien has in preparation sev- 
eral important bills affecting St. Louis which will be 
introduced next January in the Legislature. Among 
the budget is one for the abolition of the contract 
system in the Penitentiary. The bill proposes 
the appointment by the Governor, sub- 
ject to the confirmation of the Senate, 


of a board of managers of the Penitentiary to con- 
sist of three members. at a salary of $2,500 each. 
This board is to hold daily sessions, and take direct 
charge of the management of the the Penitentiary, 
with the warden as superintendent. They are to 
dispose of the convicts as tuey see fit, but under no 
circumstances to put more than fifty men 
at work at any one trade. The products 
of the convict labor are to be 
disposed of to the best advantage and the funds 
turned into the treasury. It has been suggested that 
the goods manufactured by the convicts be jabetec 
‘penitentiary manufacture” by some labor organi- 
zations, but this has not bern incorporated in the bill 
for obvious good reasons. Speaking of the pro- 
d bill, Senator O'Brien said: “I don't

It will bring the Penitentiary 
nearer to a School of instruction than it is now.

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The Ministers Asked by the W. C. T. 
: U. to Assist in Procuring It. 


What Some of the Preachers Think—The 
Presbyterians Elect Officers—Other Meet- 
ings of Pastors. 


The Methodist ministers had a more than usually 
interesting meeting yesterday. The paper was on the 
reminiscent theme, “The Centennial of Method- 
ism,” and Rev. Albert Jump of St. Luke's pre- 
sented it from a financial, numerical, educational 
and social standpoint, and also enlarged upon 
the possibilities, duties and dangers of 
the church. Numerically the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has the greatest growth. When organized in 
the United States 100 years ago the membership 
was 1 to every g citizens, but now it is 1 to every 
18, or, as the speaker said, it shows an increase of 
$43 times, the population of the nation at this same 


time increasing only 20 times. In the matter of ed- 
ucation, the Methodist Episcopal Church has twelve 
theological seminaries and schools, and controls 
100 eolleges and seminaries. The dangers 
to which the essayist alluded were principally 
those which would occur necessarily from for- 
mality and a want of real feeling. In conclusion 
an urgent exhortation was made to hold fast to 
those plans that have made the Methodist Church 
succeed in the things which have made_ her 
glorious. The asd was discussed by Revs. 
Masden, Hewey, Holtkamp, Kitwood end Marlatt. 
Mrs. Ingalls, representing the Woman's Christian 
Temperance nion, was present, and at 
the conclusion of the debate presented the 
appeal of the Union that the question of securing 
scientific instruction in the public schools con- 
cerning the evils of alcohol be presented to the 
Christian people of St. Louis and vicinity to the 
end that the legislature may be petitioned this 
winter. The meeting voted unanimously that the 
desire of the Union should be granted by placing 
the petition in the hands of a competent committee 
in each church for the securing of signatures. 
Rev. T. J. Davis of Kane, III., was also a yisitor. 
At the conclusion of the meeting 
A PROMINENT METHODIST DIVINE 
was seen by a Post-DispaTcH reporter regarding 
the action on the temperance petition. 

“What is the need of taking this special action of 
temperance instruction? asked the reporter. 

“Well. so that we can instruct the children during 
their impressionable period.” 

“But why doesn’t a properly written physiology 
treat of the evils of alcohol? Must a special boo 
be also written on gluttony?” 

„Oh, well, we wouldn't care at all if it was in 
regularly written physiologies so long as we get the 
instruction we are seeking after.” 

THE PRESBYTERIAN PASTORS. 

The eleventh annual meeting of the {Presbyterian 
pastors occurred yesterday. There;was a large at- 
tendance, as the election of officers for 1886, was 
the business on hand. Rev. H. Spencer Williams 
of the North Church, the president of last year, 
was succeeded by Dr. Hollifleld. of the Grand 
Avenue Presbytertan Church, who was elected 
unanimously. Rev. J. B. Brandt, of Me 
morial Tabernacle; was chosen vice-president 
and Rev. George P. Wilson of the fayette

‘At to-day’s session of the First District Police 
Court, several boys were arraigned on the charge 
of pilfering.
